Here water ilsea Into the air In the 
form af steam, whose tiny particles 
adhere to the little dust-specks, or 
motes of which the atmosphere Is full 
If it was not for the motes the steam 
would simply fall back again at eve- 
ning time when 
tho temperatuie 


dropped. But as fa IB, each mote at- 
tracts a certain number of vapor par- 
ticles, and Vetalns them 
In this way 


great clouds are formed which aio 
carried eastward over the seas by the 
wind. 


So long an there Is no great fall In 


the temperature they will continue lo 
be clouds; for water-vapor Is lighter 
than air and will not sink In It; but 
should the temperature be reduced rap- 
Idly, the particles of vapor begin lit 
once to condense Into drops of -natei 
far heavier than air. Tlie motes cnn 
no longer sustain their burden and 
rain begins to fall.
